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First Complete 


This year Canada takes a signifi- 
cant step forward in the development 
of population and agriculture statis- 
tics, On June 1 the Dominion Bur- 
cau of Statistics commenced the 
country’s first five-year Census on 
a nation-wide scale. Dominion 
Statistician Herbert Marshall re- 
ports that a task force of about 16 
thousand census-takers canvassed 
the country to find out the effect of 
developments in the last five years 
on the distribution of the population. 


Canada is now growing so rapidly 
and changing so much that a five- 
year census is necessary to provide 
government and industry with ac- 
curate figures for intelligent fore- 
casting and planning. In the past 
the Bureau has taken a nationai 
count only once every ten years — 
the last in June, 1951. In other 
years it has published June 1st pop- 
ulation estimates for Canada and 
the provinces, calculated by addin:; 
births and immigration and sub- 
tracting deaths and an estimate of 
emigration, The national estimates 
are reasonably accurate, although 
the margin of error increases with 
each year. The provincial estimates 
are another matter, Between census 
dates the measurement of the move- 
ment of people between provinces 
is difficult, and in the last few years, 
in particular, these shifts have been 
pronounced. 


The ditsribution of the people 
{within the country is a matter of 
paramount importance to govern- 
ment and industry, for development 
plans and the expenditure of huge 
sums of money are based on these 
figures. Poy capita grants, for ex- 
ample. have been the basis of the 
, Dominion-Provincial tax agreements 
Then too, some provincial govern- 
ments provide assistance to muni- 
Cipalities on a per capita basis. One 
of the most important changes in 
the last five years has been the rapid 
build up of suburban developments, 
which has meant an expansion of 
metroplitan areas. This has created 
heavy demands for services such as 
roads, schools, waterworks and fire 
protection. 


This year's Census, however, will 
cover only population and agricul- 
ture. It will not delve into employ- 
ment and earnings, population char- 
acteristics such as birthplace and 
education, housing and household 
facilities, merchandising and ser- 
vices, nor fisheries. Indeed most

HOW MANY WEEDS: There are 
far more than people realize. Let's 
look at some figures. Weed conten: 
of grain fields in Manitoba, spring of 
1955, when grain was in proper stage 
for treatment, Average number of 
broad leaved weeds per square yard 
on summer fallow were 274. Barley 
,On second crop the weed count was 
382 per square yard. You say that 
is terrible. I would never tolerate 
that kind of week population with- 
out doing something ‘about it. 


Take a good long look at your owi 
fields, It will likely surprise you 
how many weeds you do have. Las 
year in this district many farmers 
had so many noxious weeds in theiy | 
feed grain that they had to clean it 
before they could feed it to their 
livestock. An expenditure of about 
50 cents per acre for weed chemical 
would have eliminated those weeds 
and at the same time given a yield 
increase per acre of grain 

Some farmers told me that they 
couldn't afford to spend the few cents 
per acre to control the weeds with 
spray, I say that they couldn't af- 
tord not to spray. As it turned out, 
they paid for the cost of spraying 
many times over and had nothing 
to show for it except a lot of weeds. 

Right now, since the recent show- 
ers iS an ideal time to spray your 
weedy fields, Remove those weeds so 
that they will not sap the moisture 
sO Vital to your crop. In a year oi 
limited moisture it is even more im- 
portant to kill out the weeds thus 
conserving What moisture there is 
for the crop. 

Get at it soon, While weeds are smal) 
and easy to kill it will take less chem- 
ical and cost less per acre. and ul- 
timately boost your yield.

variety have to be available to assist 
in market analysis, forecasting and 
production planning, and formulat- 
ing government policy in relation to 
such matters as price supports. 
Many of the most important statisti- 
cal serics are in the nature of an- 
nual estimates tied into the preced- 
ing census. The census provides 
benchmarks which are reduced or 
increased for various crops and live- 
stock counts each year according to 
the indications shown by annual 
sample surveys. 

With an interval of ten years be- 
tween censuses, the estimates tend 
to get out of line. The series of es- 
timates will be more accurate and 
more useful when they are based 
on a census every five years, instead 
of letting differences accumulate for 
ten years. This is recognized in a 
number of countries which now take 
an agriculture census at least every 
five years, and, in some instances, 
annually, In addition, a five-year 
census provides information by smal! 
zeographical areas twice as frequeni- 
ly as a decennial census, It is not 
practical to secure data by smail 
areas through sample surveys, 

First For The Nation 

While the coming Census will be 
a “First” for the nation, it will not 
be new for the prairie Provinces. 
Five-year censuses have been taken 
there for more than half a century 
und were started to keep track of the 
many changes wrought by the rapid 
settlement and development of the 
avea, The value of the five-yea: 
census has been borne out in the 
West, particularly in times of rapid 
erowth and distribution change such 
as many other provinces are now ex- 
periencing. 

the Bureau's recommendation for 
uu 1956 Census was made in response 
to repeated requests from provincial 
and municipal governments and 
non-government organizations with 
varied interests all of whom need ac~ 
curate figures to assist in keeping 
their operations on a sound footing. 
An important consideration to all 
user's is timeliness of the information. 
Because of the nature of the com- 
ing national stocktaking and the in- 
troduction of further improvements 
in collection and compilation meth- 
ods, the Bureau expects to have 
many population counts ready for 
publication before Christmas, com- 
plete population counts early neat 
year, and all of the detailed agri-

Canada’s Growth Causes 


Old House 


In the United States people can 
now trade in their old houses on a 
new home, just like they do with 
cars, But under Canadian legisla- 
tion, that sort of thing is not possible 
yet in Canada. 

The USS. trade-in plan works this 
way: 

Mr. Smith, living in an old home, 
wants to buy a new one in another 
part of town, He contacts a builder 
and buys the new house, turning over 
his old home to the builder as a 
trade-in down payment. 

So far as Mr. Smith is concerned, 
the deal is over and he moves into 
his new house, The builder, mean- 
while, if he cannot get rid of the 
house immediately. is now able to 
go to a mortgage lender and get a 
mortgage loan insured by the Feder. 
al Housing Administration.

Another line in my old dictionary 
reads, “Holiday — a time for recrea- 
tion,” Should we not make it re- 
creation, 


Since a holiday is a time exempt 
from the necessity of toil; a moral 
holiday is a time exempt from the 
necessity of keeping moral standards, 
Should we keep such holidays Yet 
far too often any and every holiday 
means just that for too many people. 
The Lord's Day is no exception, when 
thought of only as a time exempt 
from the common round and daily 
task. Surely The Lord’s Day can 
be something better than a moral 
holiday. Moral holidays are always 
costly in the extreme. In the long 
run they make everyone wish that 
they had never been taken. His- 
tory is crammed, with the wrecks 
and tragedies of life, none of which 
had their birth in the workaday ef- 
forts, but in what we lightly speak 
of as “time off.” 

What can We do about it? Or as 
One man asked “What do you do 
when you cannot do anything?” 

The Disciples can be a guide to us 
in such times, 

The Disciples stood looking on 
when their master was being cruci- 
fied. “They stood there watching.” 
They were inactive yet doing much. 
They refused to say that wrong was 
right. That is something we can 
all do, and it is always worth doing. 
It is also the true test of real worth. 
The Disciples did not say, “Well, 
this proves Pilate right and Jesus 
wrong.” No matter how strong or 
popular wrong may be, it can never 
be right, and we can always refuse 
to call wrong right, 

The Disciples held to their faith, 
namely that God was more powerful 
than Rome, God is still more power- 
ful than all other powers regardless 
of what or whom those powers 
spring. The evidence was all against 
the Disciples, but that evidence was 
wrong. It so often is wrong. The 
best things in life, and our most 
valuable treasures, are not the gifts 
of majorities. Had the faithful few 
failed to believe in the power and 


tender plant, whose survival is con- | 
tingent upon the depth of democratic | 
tradition of the Canadian people and 
their elected representatives. 

Parliamentary democracy rests on 
constitutional conventions of con- 
duct, on precedent and tradition and 
upon the rules of parliamentary pro- 
cedure, The events of the last fort. { 
night cannot fail to cause thoughtful ' 
Canadians to ponder whether the | 
roots of democracy in this country 
are deeply rooted in the minds of the 
men who compose Parliament, or 
whether in fact there are not those in | 
Parliament who would put party be- 
fore Parliament itself. 

Does parliament democracy really 
exist when the Prime Minister of 
Canada remains silent in his seat in 
the House of Commons while bedlam 
reigns? 

Can Parliament serve as a vehicle 
for carrying on the nation’s public 
business when Mr. Speaker docs | 
nothing to silence the ugly din of a 
Government majority which, when | 
a member rises to a point of order or 
of privilege. chants “Hail, hail, the 
gang's all here what the hell do we 
care now?" What manner of men are 
the Liberal MP’ who bordered on 
blasphemy by singing “Onward 
Christian Soldiers” merely to drown 
the voices of Opposition members 
and to make a mockery of parlia- 
mentary democracy, 

The tragic figure in the recent 
tempest in parliament is Mr. Speaker 
himself, for upon him rests the prime 
responsibility for upholding the tra- 
ditions and conventions of the House 
of Commons and for seeing that the 
rules and precedents of procedure 
4re not violated. 

The righteous indignation of the 
Conservative and CCF Opposition 
members is understandable. Yet the 
scene in the Commons on “Black Fri- 
day,” when CCF leader Coldwell. 
standing before the mace which js 
the symbol of authority in Parlia- 
ment, shook his fist at Mr. Speaker, 
while other Opposition members, 
Conservative and CCF alike, milled 
about the centre aisle of the Com- 
mons, cannot be lightly condoned. 

Parliamentary democracy in Can- 
ada has been deeply wounded by suc) 
events as these, It might be said | 
that Parliament has ceased to func- 
tion in the manner essential to pre- 
serving democratic traditions. That 


does not mean, however, that 
Democracy in Canada is dead. 
Gooner or later the events 


of the last few days must be judged 
by leaders of public opinion and by 
the press, and the judgement ren- | 
dered in the editorial columns of 
leading newspapers, large and small, 
regardless of party allegiance, has 
not been flattering to the Govern. | 


ment or to the Liberal party. 
As the Winnipeg Free Press puts | 
it, “Our parliamentary system ot | 
government is more important than 
a pipeline. And the Government is | 
now doing violence to the real fun- 
damentals of that system.”

$50 Trip To Euro 
Forectnt For Furere 


The possibility of the average wage 


earner being able to take $50 trips, 


to Europe on huge cafeteria-style 
ships has been envisioned by a New 
York hotel man, 

H. B. Cantor, president of the Dixie 
Hotel. said he has plans to build two 
90.000-ton ships, each capable of 
carrying 6,000 passengers, They 
would cost $100.000,000 each. 

Each of his proposed ships would 
have a cafeteria With 1,500 seats, as 
well as automatic food dispensers, 

The $50 fare would cover berta 
und transportation only, Cantor es- 
timated meals would cost about $4 
a day extra, He expressed confidence 
the ships could operate profitably in 
this fashion. 

“There will be two swimming pools, 
\ skating rink, two theatres, a con- 
cert hall and facilities for religious
